tholes of a Building Site—The Devil Said 


to Be a Mighty Builder—Human Sacri- 
fice and It« Substitute*— Modern Cere- 
monies. 


There are in various ports of the world 


many curious traditions concerning struct- 
ures intended for man's habitation or use. 
When the nomad flnolly strikes his tent, and 
adopts a fixed structure In some chosen spot 
for his future home, much importance is 
usually laid on the manner o.~ selecting this 
spot, then upon certain propitiatory rites 
deemed necesbai-y to insure the safety or con- 
tinuance of the now dwelling. Many of our 
modern ceremonies aro harmless survivals of 
tbeso ancient usages, and thebe customs them- 
selves are still perpetuated by symbolical 
substitution. 


If we ard to believo ancient anthers, many 


tribes were of old guided to tlioir future 
homes by mysterious agencies. The Phoccens 
claimed to have been led to a prosperous land- 
ing by a seal, Cyrenians by a raven, tho 
lri>ini by a. wolf, etc., etc. So the sites of 
buildings wore frequently chosen by these 
wise animals. Six vultures indicated to Ro- 
musaud twelve to Itouiulunthe location of 
tho future mistress of the world. Sometimes 
these intelligent guides transfer tho building 
materials to [a propitious spot. There are 
many traditions in England arid Scotland, as 
well as on tlie continent, of such iutcrferenco 
in the choice of a building site. 


It has been tho custom in nearly all land* 


to attribute to ancient races, or to certain 
mysterious beings the construction of gigan- 
tic works, ancient castles, walls, etc. Among 
tho Greeks, these structures were attributed 
to the Titans, a race of giants once possess- 
ing the earth. So in Scandinavia, the Jotuns 
or giant gods performed these mighty feata 
of construction. In Germany, it was the 
dwarf inhabitant of the mountain cave, in 
the more romantic lands of southern Europe, 
the fairy or witch. In the middle ages, these 
gave way gradually to the devil, whose in- 
fluence and reputation spread with the 
growth 
of 
Christendom. 
In 
time he 


proved to be a mighty builder, although his 
labor was always performed for his personal 
advantage, and to-the Ic* of the owner of 
the habitation. 


The devil disliked the building of churches, 


and is seldom credited with assisting in their 
construction, but frequently tried to prevent 
their erection. He is the champion bridge 
builder in many old world lands, and has 
bestowed his name on many a bridge, as, for 
instance, that on St. Sothard Pass, over a 
stream which, he alone could span. An an- 
ecdote frequently related of these building 
enterprises is, in tho words of the poet, told 
of this: 


I showed you in the valley a bowlder 
Marked with the imprint of life shoulder, 
As he was bearing it up this way, 
A peasant, passing, cried "Herr, Je!" 
And the devil dropped it in his fright, 
Ana vanished suddenly out of sight. 


Thosa stones are shown in many places in 


Germamv Norway and Denmark. One at 
Lundborpfcos the impress of his form, where 
he lay down to rest before attempting the 
ascent of a steep hill. In another place aro 
eleven largo stones. It is said the devil was 
carrying the twelfth up a neighboring hill, 
when he-stopped to rpst. He was unable to 
resume his burden, which bears tbe imprint 
of his shoulder blade. A certain church wall 
to England is said to bear the imprint of hii 
*oot, where he stamped to show his deflanco 
of popery. 


A victim is usually required, as the price 


of uis satanic majesty's services as an archi- 
tect. Many stories are told of outwitting 
hlin, when a human sacrifice was required. 
A Swiss peasant obtained diabolic aid in 
building a bridge across a valley, cheating 
the architect with a goat. German tales of 
similar substitution are numerous, a fox, a 
wolf, a dog, cat, or cock being the sacrifice, 
It was an universal custom formerly to caifte 
a dog or cat to enter a new house first, oS^o, 
propitiatory victim. In Yorkshire, it was 
thought necessary to bury a dog or cat under 
the church walls, its ghost haunting the 
church yard. As the devil required a victim, 
it was said in Lancashire that any one coun- 
seling or planning repairs to an old building, 
or the building of a new one, would die with- 
in a year.' 


From this notion of the devil as a builder, 


there arose a custom prevalent in many 
places during the Middle Ages, and surviving 
to modern days in Asia and Afrioa. aaj. 
wo» the sacrifice or a living being upon the 
commencement of a new edifice, usually by 
burying alive within the walls. Greek and 
Latin authors contain many allusions to this 
practice. 


A pathetic tale is told of Liebenitein 


castle, in Germany. A young child is sa;d to 
have been walled up in its foundations, 
having been purchased from its mother. To 
prevent its cries, it was seated and given play- 
things. While munching a roll as the walls 
went np, it said, "Mother, I can see you." 
Then later, "Mother, I see a little of you 
still," and finally, "Mother, I see nothing of 
you now." 


The border castles of Scotland were, ac- 


cording to legend, washed with human blood 
by their savage builders, the Picts. Bally- 
portree castle, in Clare county,'Ireland, is 
said to have been erected by the 3>anes,*who. 
pressed into service workmen from far and^ 
near, and made them labor night and day 
without rest or food, and when any dropped 
with fatigue or hunger, he was at onco 1m- 
orared within the walls. 


Mediaeval legends abound in instances of 


such sacrifices. In Africa, hundreds of vic- 
tims suffered when a new palace was com- 
menced. 


Substitutes were afterward chosen, when j 


human sacrifices had been abandoned. In 
Bulgaria the shadow of some one passing was 
walled in. The person thus losing his other 
self would, it was thought, die within a year. 
A dog, cat or cock is still used in many parts 
ofEuropa. Danish traditions tell of a lamb 
being buried under the altar that the church 
might stand unshaken. In Germany it is 
said that a long term of good weather may 
be insured by walling in a cock. 


Modern ceremonies at the laying of the 


corner stone of a building are doubtless sur- 
vivals of these ancient heathen sacrifices. 
Religious rites are still held, but the victim 
is no longer represented either in person or 
by a substitute.—F. S. Bassett in Uiobe- 
Democrat.

When we arrived at San Francisco 
I took thirteen of the mt"i. all of whmuJuui 
snga""' i^aBOflal violence and three of whom 
had to po to the hospital, and went before 
tho English consul. * He sent for the captain 
and mates, heard their statements, and then 
dismissed us, with the threat of sending us to 
prison if we made any further ado. I went 
to the United States authorities, secured tho 
arrest of the officers, and tho captain was 
fined $400, the flrst mate $350 and the second 
(250. Aud yet, on the return rovage—which 
was with a new crew—every man was beaten 
like a dog, and the ship went into Liverpool 
with half the crew unable to pall a rope. 


I made a third voyage before the mast be- 


fore taking a berth as first mate. This was 
on the brig Good Intent, bound from Plym- 
outh to the Canary Island*. We left port 
one man short, simply to *ave money for the 
owners. Our bread was full of weevil and 
worms, and tha pork so tainted that an open 
barrel of it scented the whole brig. We had 
not the boats required by law, and we.had 
no medicines aboard—not even a dcse ot 
Bolts. Within a week the two first officers 
jot so intoxicated that th»y could not take 
on observation at noon, and for three day* 
our position was unknown to them. The 
captain, while drunk, upset a lamp and set 
he cabin on fire, and his chief officer, while 
n the some condition, fell overboard and 
narrowly escaped drowning.

oin me in a legal statement The brig, 
cargo and all our lives were in constant men- 
ace, every right was denied to us, and men 
were never more brutally used; and yet tbe 
captain and his mates were permitted to es- 
cape without oven a complaint—New York 
Sun.

of a loom before, said he could make wages. 
Ifc could weavd from 20 to 22 yards a day, 
The next man had a more varied experience. 
He said, "I have done all sorts of work on 
all kinds of looms, and these are the best 
looms made. I have had far worse jobs than 
tins. 
This is what I call a fair job." 


The above is a sample of how the weavers 


at present employed regard their work and 
what they think of their wages. The moat 
of them have had experience in other mills 
and know how wages here compare with 
other places. 
Notwithstanding these favor- 


able reports it should also be considered that 
the looms have not yet been speeded up as 
there are some that still contain fancy cassi- 
mcres to be woven out. 


In the face of the testimony as given by 


the weavers themselves, it docs ceetn that 
the strike was wholly unwarranted, and as 
slated by Mr.Pcirce, was a strike for increase 
of pay under circumstances that they felt 
would compel him to yield to them.

Of course, it is hot, but not nearly 
so hot as tbo drying room." 


"What do you think of tho steam laun- 
dries?" 


"I don't think much of them, to toll the 


truth. I suppose it lightens the labor a good 
deal to have rollers to iron with bv steam, 
•but then you'll find that the collars o"nd cuffs 
and other things will eventually be worn out 
before their time by that system." 


"What do you think of the Chinese?" 
'•The Chinese, is it? Well I never look at a 


Chinaman but what he puts mo in mind of a 
dried up monkey.

Borne people have an idea that we merely 
souse the things once or twice in tho water, 
starch and dry them and then put them 
through tho ironing rollers. But we don't 
do anything of tho sort. The clothes in this 
lanndry are thoroughly and carefully washed, 
and as carefully finished off before they 
leave our hands." 


"How many drying rooms have you!" 
'.'Wo have only one drying room, but it 


contains no less than five medium sized 
stoves, and it extends nearly the full length 
of the cellar. Do you know I think we have 
the best drying room in the city? Why if you 
put a new shirt in there, in five minutes after 
you put it in you can take it out. bone dry." 


"How does hand work compare with this 


steam work?"

As for band 
work, well it's all well enough in its way, but 
let those who like it do it. -Steam work Is 
the thing; why, while a woman at the old 
hand work system is finishing one collar we 
can finish two every time; of course skirts 
havo to be done by hand." 


"Do you know if the other steam laundries 


toko iu skirts?" 


"Well as to that I couldnt say. There is 


not much in them, in fact there's more bother 
than their worth, but then you know if a 
lady says she wants a thing done it has got to 
be done, arid that's an end of it." 


"Can you tell me about how much you 


average a day or week?" 


"Well I would not like to tell that, but you 


can seo for yourself tlmt if this laundry em- 
ploys about twenty people all summer round, 
and ten or fifteen more in the winter, with 
the fact that business is constantly Improv- 
ing, why then of course, we do take in a little 
money."—"F. C." in Brooklyn Eagle.

tain "Injurious Influences of City Life." Ho 
confines his observations to these points: (1) 
The disuse of the arms for any considerable 
muscular exertion by tho great majority of 
men and women. (3) The incessant noise of 
a large city. (3) Jarring of the brain and 
spinal cord by continual treading upon pave- 
ments. 


The effect of these influences, according to 


Dr. P.'att, is to undermine the stability of 
the nirvana system and to impair the circu- 
lation and general nutrition. These effects 
accumulate with each successive generation 
of city .dwellers, and it is asserted that there 
are very few families now living in London 
who, with Jjeir predecessors, have resided 
there continuously for three generations. 


In regard to the lack of arm and shoulder 


exercise, the doctor points out that it has an 
important bearing on the general health of 
both men and women, since it increases tho 
capacity of the chest and thereby the surface 
of the lung tissue, so essential to the proper 
purification of the blood.

No grander idea has ever been suggested 


than that proposed by our National Survey 
—to dam the canyons of the Rooky moun- 
tains, in order to form vast reservoirs of 
water, that may be used as needed, to keep 
the arid lands of the great dry basins irri- 
gated and fertile. The plan will, if carried 
put, lie equally valuable in preventing floods 
in the Missouri and Lower Mississippi val- 
leys. It is believed that 150,000 square miles 
of land may thus be reclaimed for cultiva- 
tion. The extent of this may be seen by the 
fact that the total extent of land now under 
cultivation in tho United States is less than 
800,000 square miles. Dams can be con- 
constructed strong enough absolutely to reg- 
ulate the spring flooding, retain the supply 
and feed it out slowly, ai may be needed, all 
summer. We shall, by such works, not 
Ereatly surpass the engineering feats of tho 
ancients.—Globe-Democrat.

Smith—The tariff is not such an Ini- 


qtiltous Institution, after all. 


Jones—No. It looks very much as if it 


v. ero a very necessary institution to the 
In boring man and the man who works for 
« ages. 


Smith—And how about Mr. Taylor and 


i,« imio •< Tariff Lesson?" 


»ro I think with my present wages I can 
manage to do it. 


Jones—Yes, if they will juet lot the 


tariff alono, and not adjust It so as to cut 
our wagos do-vu to the English standard, 
I think wo can manage it without diffi- 
culty. 
Smith—Tho education of onr children, 


then, depends on the protective tariff? 


Jones—That prpposition, I think, is 


also undeniable. While through the in- 
fluence of a protective tariff our wages 
aro maintained at their present standard, 
wo shall be ablo to educate our children, 
but when this protection is removed, either 
by abolishing tlio tariff or adjusting it to 
a'reveuue basis, our wages shall bo cut 
down to the English standard, then we 
shall not be ablo, not having tho means, to 
educate our children, and a sorry day it 
will bo for both us and our children.

Ilia War Speeches. 


One of Denver's most substantial citi- 


zens, and an able lawyer, is the lion. Lu- 
cius P. March, formerly district judge of 
the Eighth Judicial district of Ohio. This 
district during the war was tho home of 
Judge Marsh, and also of Allen G. Thur- 
man, Democratic nominee for the vice 
presidency, and Columbus, tho capital, 
was tho headquarters. In and about this 
•ity lived and thrived hordes of the most 
dangerous copperheads and southern sym- 
pathizers that ever existed. 


It was during the hottest days of the 
rebellion that Judge Marsh know Ttvuv 
man most intimately, and the ox-Buckeye 
was not averse to speaking his mind to a 
reporter of The Times today. 


"I don't think the Democrats could 


have nominated a more unpopular man," 
began Judge Marsh; "not only is he un- 
popular with tho Republicans, bnt in his 
own party he has made lasting enemies.

come comparatively valueless. \Vithout 
protectipn tho vast forests of Canada, 
with water transportat ion in their favor, 
ore thrown open to the markets of tho 
north and the development of Arkansas 
forests must bo postponed until thobo 
an3""BO on" tUtSiign "t'ifS fts?.0^Tfiore<"ls 
hardly an interest In tho state that would 
not bo seriously damaged by free trade, 
and yet men con be found to advocate tho 
change.

FALSE DEMOCRATIC CLAIMS. . 


Th» Pension Sj»tcm Aa It Exluls Ig a Re-

It has long been, customary for Demo- 


crats to set up tho claim of proprietor- 
ship In successful Republican measures 
which they bitterly opposed until forced 
to succumb. Their latest demonstration 
ef tho kind appears in a statement that 
larger amounts are now paid out annually 
for pensions than ever before. And they 
would fain make use of this to establish 
a belief that they aro doing moro in recog- 
nition of loyal service to tho country by 
Union soldiers and Bailors than tho Re- 
publicans did when in power. 


But the plain truth is that the petision 


system as it exists is a Republican crea- 
tion, which at almost every step of it» 
progress was opposed by tho majority of 
Democrats in congress. It would not be 
OOOJT in iwnll nn instance when a suffl- 
ei.-iit number of Democrats supported a 
general bill to pension invalid soldier* 
and sailors of the republic in the civil 
war, or surviving widows and children of 
such soldiers and sailors, to pass it. Tha 
"ghoulish glee" exhibited by President 
CleTeland hi the act of vetoing individ- 
ual pension bills has become a matter of 
universal comment. 


An occasional proposition which seemed 


to insure tho pensioning of ex-rebels— 
such as tho Mexican war pentiou bill- 
has met with Democratic approval, and 
that is all. If tho Democratic party had 
been in control of either branch of con- 
gress continuously since 1804 it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether any pension 
legislation whatever, exclusively applying 
to Union victims of southern Democratlo 
treason, would havo found a place atauiig 
the federal statutes. 


For every pension enactment of that 


sort the beneficiaries aro indebted to Re- 
publican sympathy and 
effort.—Troy 
Times. 


Sugar Tariff Versus That on Salt.

family a dollar a year, even if it bo admit- 
ted that the consumer pays any part of 
tho duty at all, is held up by froo traders 
as a terriblo outrage, but they havo 
nothing to say against tho duty on sugar, 
which costs a family l-il,) to $20 a year. 
This is a specimen of tho consistency of 
American free traders. 
Uut what do they 
care for consistency! They are ready at 
any time to throw consistency and princi- 
ple to tho dogs for tho sake of political 
power. The Mills bill is being shaped for 
this very purpose, and for no other. It is 
reeking with rottenness, and no man can 
touch it and havo clean hands. No man 
who has not been accustomed to living in 
a foul atmosphere can approach it without 
holding his nose.—The American People.

'<now bpyond i doubt that they arc not 
pool IT on account of a protective tarilf. On 
the i intrnry, they are satisfied that rtiis is 
inhci ently Iheir best friend; that it is a 
Kolid advantage to them and a promoter of 
theii welfare. 


In free-trade Cngland It may be said with 


peculiar emphasis that the poor man's cliance 
of lii'ltering his fortune rests on a frail 
foundation. 
There poverty increases both 


in volume and degree. The road of toi' is 
a hai <1 one to travel, often without hope end 
willniiil cheer, and the toiler's lot is encnin- 
pas»i<il by hardships. 
In this broad land of 


ours where opportunities for active employ- 
incni arc manifold, inviting the willing hand 
and ilit industrious habit with a hnspitable 
wclci.inc, the man who starts poor may bc- 
comr rich. 
This fact is illustrated in thou- 


Band-i of instances. 
In tens of thousands of 


case*, instead of becoming poorer, he ini- 
provi s his condition ; and millions acquire 
owm I'ship of their happy homes. The policy 
that protects their diversified industries 
playi an important part in securing these 
high results. 
Protection helps and expands; 


freo-lradc pinches and starves. The former 
lias proved itself bpyond all doubt the poor 
man'* friend ; the latter hi* fears and dreads 


BS hi' would a cunning and stealthy foe. 


It is nat the protective policy of the Kc- 


puhlican parly that makes the poor man 
pooirr. There is something else, however, 
whirl) in some localities has come to bo re- 
garded u? a peculiar institution of the Dcmo- 
eiatic party, which docs, indeed, make the 
poor man poorer, and often puts riches to 
flighl. 
Wo refer lo the saloon. If the 


Democratic speakers and the Democratic 
editum were seriously interested in the wel-

They prefer tocxert 
their influence in attempting to prove that 
white is black; that a great good 'is a great 
evil, and that a hood of cheap foreign labor 
cannot possibly drown our domestic indus- 
tries. They fly to the clouds in search of a 
visionary object of attack, enforcing their 
fooli-u blows by the use of such weapons as 
false logic and miserable sophistry, while 
near by, at their »ery doors, is the poor 
man's perpetual foe, which they never have 
the c uurage to assail. Why is this? Why 
do !!• oy raise their hands and dilate their 
eyes in holy horror as they contemplate the 
tarill that protects, and are as mute as clams 
concerning the ,ialoon that impoverishes ? 
Why do they denounce that which they 
know is good, and shelter from harm that 
which they know Is bad 1 It is because the 
policy of protection to American industry is 
essentially a Republican nursling, while the 
solo.Hi is the reputed ward of the Democratic 
_parly. But for the Republican parly, the 
system of protection would fall a victim to 
the »ly inroads of free-trade; but for the 
Democratic party, the shadow of the saloon 
would not fall with such blighting effect 
upon the poor man's home.

which is » source of great satisfaction to 
them, as it is considerably in excess of the 
wages earned by a similar class of weavers 
in New England. 


The card room, the spinning room and the 


finishing room, which had shut down as a 
result of the strike in thd weaving room,have 
also started up, and the work in all the de- 
partments is now moving smoothly and satis- 
factorily. 


The lenson (aught by the strike is a plain 


and short, one. 
Up to this time the striking 


weavers have sustained a loss of wages of 
about f 2.')00, and a loss of about 14500 to 
other employees who were necessarily out 
in consequence of the strike, has accrued. 


The greater part cf this loss, exceeding 


more than half of the annual borough 
tax, 


must of necessity ultimately be borne by 
the trades people of the borough from whom 
the employees of the mill purchase their 
goods and provisions.

That such a country, which bus been scttlcl 
by an agricultural people for upwards o; 
forty years, should import butter from re- 
gions Jiot possessing half its natural facilities 
tor producing il, is indeed marvelous. There 
is, however, a good reason why this oondi 
tiou may now exist, but none v-r\iy it should 
lung continue, and this reason is personal to 
the people, ratiier tlt.tn a 
i->iir)atC'l ivilli the 


bti»ini>ss itmdf. 
r'or many yciiix the people 


of Oregon were isolated Irmri the rest of the 
woild, so far ns an interchange of products 
was concerned. 
A majority ot the popula- 


tion was iigncultuial. 
Each fanner pro- 


duced bis own butter and but little more. 
Ay there was no lirge body of uon-proitiic- 
ing consumers, there was no market for 
large quantities of butter. 
This wi;s the 


situation for so many years that the idea 
that the dairying business could not be m.nle 
to pay became fixed in Lhc minds ol both old 
and young. Then came the nulro.tdH, not 
only giving the rural districts rnpid and 
cheap connection with Portland, and extend- 
ing Portland's intnkets as well, but bringin 
thousands of new people, who become con- 
ai.mcrs. Tbe farmers have not recogni/cd 
the new conditions as fully as they should, 
and will. It takes time to disabuse (he mind 
of ideas and prejudices engendered by long 
years of experience antj hardships and fail 
urcs. That dairying wjll pay is a question 
beyond dispute, but to.do BO thii business 
must be conducted on the same business 
principles that have made it 
HO profitable 


elsewhere. Efforts have been made to supply 
the Portland market, but in suck an irregu- 
lar and unsatisfactory way, that success was 
often impossible. 
Country dealers would 


make a collection of butter from their pat- 


s, and Ibis assortment, of all qualities, 


shapes, sizes, colors and conditions, would 
be sent to tho city for sale. No dealer cared 
to handle it, and no customer wanted to buy 
il. 
Butter can not be marketed in that way. 


['onsumers demand not only a good quality, 
but an even quantity, a uniform and cim- 
venient size, tand an attractive 
appearance. 


This demand can only be met by one who 
makes a business of it and has the proper 
facilities, so that his product will be as uni- 
form in qualily and appearance as the sea- 
sons will permit. In the sections of the 
east previously alluded to, factory butter 
rules the highest in the market, because it 
is the best. It is reasonable to surjpnsc that 
a man who devotes liis whole time to butter 
making, and is provided with the facilities 
and convenience, will produce a better arti- 
cle tlmn the farmer's wife or daughter, who 
makes a small quantity about once a week. 
Not only does factory butter excel in quality, 
but it reaches the market in better condi- 
tion, in largo and regular quantities, and is 
a more desirable article for the dealer to 
handle. Butter factories, then, arc what 
Oregon needs, and what she will surely 
have. A short trial will convince farmers 
that the factory is a blessing. 
H gives them 


a certain market for their milk, and, if con- 
ducted on the co-operative plan, the profits 
of a manufacturer, without the labor, ex- 
pense and annoyance of making the butter 
or of finding a market for it. 
When dairy- 


ing was introduced into the Mississippi val- 
ley, the farmers were raising wheat, corn 
and oats for market. They were simply pro- 
ducers of raw materials, and were, in conse- 
quence, poor. 
Twenty years liave wrought 


a groat change. The fanners now as a class, 
are well-to-do, many of them rich, and enjoy 
the comforts, and even luxuries, of life. This 
change is attributable to live stock nnd the 
butler and cheese factory, to the fact that 
the farmers are now making two profits on 
the products of their laud instead of one. 
This same condition of affairs may be brought 
about in Oregon, if the people will take bold 
of the matter with a full conception of the 
benefits to be derived. What is required is 
that experienced factory men from the cast 
be shown the advantages of this region and 
induced to embark in the business here, and 
that the farmers of the neighborhood in 
which Biich factories may be located give 
them a hearty support, botli financially and 
by producing (he milk required to supply 
the factory. 
By doing so, they will put 


money in their purses faster tlmn by any 
other course they could pursue, and the 
mortgage which now b<-ars so heavily upon 
many of them will quickly fade nway. 
It 


will then ceaso to be recorded, that in two 
weeks of thj hottest summer weather twelve 
tons of butter were brought from eastern fac- 
tories to the Portland market, accompanied, 
be it incidentally remarked, by 
thirty-six 


thousand dozen of eggs. 


And now a word to the enterprising dairy- 


man of the east, who is looking for a good 
location for a butter and cheese factory. 
In 


tbe whole region west of the Cascade moun- 
tains the dairymen will find unrivaled con- 
ditions, of which he can readily take advan- 
tage. It is well watered by running streams 
and innumerable springs. 
From one year's 


end to another, witb but occasional and brief 
exceptions, cattle may graze upon green and 
growing grass and clover. The copious rains 
of winter keep the meadows green the entire 
winter, and, except for two or three weeks, 
milch ;ows can graze upon the finest butter- 
making grass, without the expense of feed- 
ing and shelter from severe weather neces- 
sary in the cost. Such comparatively inex- 
pensive shelter as will suffice to protect the 
cattle from the rain and give them a dry and 
comfortable place to sleep ought to be pro- 
vided, and will be by every sensible man 
who takes thought of tbe comfort or well be- 
ing of His stock. Of course, a certain amount 
of feeding is required for dairy catDe if one 
would produce the best resul's. This is 
understood to be necessary everywhere. 
What I refer to is the fact that food and 
warm shelter are not made necessary for 
long periods by rigorous climatic conditions. 
Thus, at a season of the year lasting many 
months, the da'ry cattle of Oregon are main- 
tained-at a much less expense than those of 
the Mississippi valley, while, at the same 
time, they are enjoying green grass and mild, 
comfortable weather. 


The price of butter, at retail, varies from 


thirty to sixty cents per pound for first-class 
dairy butter, and it is a constant complaint 
of consumers, that even at these high prices, 
a good quality of butter can not always be 
secured. It is for this reason that importa- 
tion of eastern factory butter is possible. 
Railroad communication between the great 
distributing market, Portland, and nearly 
every portion of the Willamette valley, is es- 
tablished, and factories located in the heart 
of the valley can reach tbe city easily and 
cheaply. This matter is not lightly spoken 
of. 
Oregon needs these factories, and ex- 


perienceS men to operate and manage lhem.~ 
It is a step in the march of progress which 
this grand, beautiful and fertile state must 
and will take quickly, and fortune lies in 
the path of him who aids her to take it.

This deduction docs tint stem quite 
just. One sets at naught i.li« laws ot health 
hum a mistaken sense of duty, I be. other 
fiom a sui&h desire for pleasuie. 


In a trip through tlie Eastern slates, whem 


I have btieu making obsetvatioiis in regard 
to the awful system of overwork that prevuila 
in these localities, and tt.e cllect of diet, es- 
pecially tbe soda and cream ot tartar habit, 
upon the health, 1 bad a conversation with 
an unusually intelligent and wide-awake 
housekeeper, who gave me much useful in- 
formation. 
Among other things, she said, 


1 luve just come from the funeral of a 
ifigbboi, and her death was just as inuub a 
suicide as any thai ever occurred. I will 
not attempt to tell you what she did. For 
fifteen years sue never slopped work from 
four o'clock in tlie morning till eight o'clock 
at night. She was the mother of six child- 
ren, and nothing would induce bet to keep 
her room more than one week after they 
were boru. She was considered a great 
cook, and her puffy soda aud cream of tai- 
tar biscuits, her pastry, her cake, her raiuce 
pies, were the talk and admiration of the 
village. Her exquisite order and her dis- 
cipline were also much commended. But 
tbeie never was any health in that family. 
The children were pujy creatures, tbe hus- 
band was a wreck from the very worst form 
of dyspepsia, and finally, tbe wife aud mother 
bad to succumb to disease and death on ac- 
count of an internal tumor, which was de- 
veloped by her owu imprudeuce and disre- 


ul of hygienic law. 
"But your neighbor .must have thought 


the cause worthy of the saci iflce," I suggest- 
ed. 


My companion shook her head. 
"Thcte was just as much vanity," said 


she, "at the bottom of that sacrifice, as you 


it, as there is witb the reckless society 


woman wbo schemes all day and dances all 
night for the sake of admiralioj." 


•Aha!" said I to myself, "here is still an- 


other point of view for ray domestic econo- 
mist and philosopher, and oue that be can- 
not ignoie." 


A Udy who bad familiarized herself with 


he ujeans employed for the cute of over- 
worked aud brokeu-down humanity at tbe 
Medical and Surgical Sanitarium, Battle 
Creett, Mich., told tne that moat of tbe wo- 
men patients bad never known what tbe 
meaning of rest was until they were so ill 
that .they could no longer be allowed to le- 
maiu at home. In almost every case the 
monotony of tho routine had been more 
wearing than the work.

bors. Like my friend, I feel almost appoint- 
id lo drive such suflerers out of their homes, 
iway from their families, Into some haven 
if rest and knowledge like Ihe Batlle Creek 
Sanitarium, where they oan be made over 
nto joyous, sensible, helpful members of 
ociety.

A volume could be written on popular 


errors on scientific subjects. 80 few people 
observe for themselves, ami so many accept 
what they hear from others, or what they 
read, thai It is a wonder thej^e aro uot more 
errors fixed in Ui6'i>opalar tnijd oa such sub- 
jects. One hardly knows wh<sr« to begin on 
the list, bat attention is first called to the 
loose manner in which terms, especially 
names, are applied. 
Take the common 


gopher as an example. The true gopher is of 
a gray color, and is about the size of t> large 
rut He has largo pouches on each side of 
bis month In which ho carries dirt when 
making his burrows in the ground. His front 
teeth stand out the most prominently in any 
of the great family of gnawers—rodentia. 
His tail is short and looks very much like 
that of a rat. In some parts of the country 
a gray ground squirrel is called a gopher. 
In other parts n striped squirrel or prairie 
chipmunk Is called by that name, while in 
Kansas, Nebraska and many ports of the 
west, a small marmot, which is closely allied 
to tho prairie dog, is called a gopher. 
These 


marmots are quite common in tho country 
around this city. In most ports of thesouth- 
west a skunk in called a polecat and a polecat 
is called a mink—for the western so called 
mink is nothing but a polecat. If took 200 
years for tho popular belief to bo given up 
that beavers use their tails for trowels. In 
some places yet school readers can be found 
that teach such nonsense. 


THE PBAIBIE DOO FICTIOS. 


Another popular fiction is that if ofte shoots 


a prairie das his mates will rush out and 
carry him into one of their dens before it is 
possible to got possession of him. It is true 
that such things have actually occurred. 
Jtats have been known to do the same thing, 
but tho instances are rare. Usually a coun- 
try that is inhabited by prairie dogs, or more 
properly by prairie marmots, has a dry, thin 
atmosphere. 
This condition deceives the 


huntsr and causes him to shoot so far at the 
little creatures that in tho larger cumber of 
coses ho misses entirely. In tho second place, 
these animals never stop when danger is near 
until they are at the mouth of a hole. Then 
they will stop and eit upon their haunches in 
such a manner that if they are shot they are 
nearly sure to fall inside tho hole. Tho 
prairie marmots, mentioned abovo, that one 
sees in tho country around this city, have the 
same habit—that of stopping at tho mouth of 
their holes and sitting upon their haunches 
to look around. Another error a the calling 
of nearly every insect a bug. Potato beetles, 
June beetles, May beetles, etc., are all called 
bugs, when they are beetles. The bed bug 
and tho chinch bug are true bugs, but nearly 
everything else usually called by that name 
belongs to the great family of beetles, A 
beotlo opens his mouth sidowise, while the bug 
opens his perpendicularly as wo open ours. 


Worms are all regarded as worms whether 


they are true worms or not. Angle or fish 
worms are true types of worms. Most other 
worms flm* one MM ur» »fw lure at incecte, 
•ntl will become imagos or perfect insects in 
time. The common "grub worm" becomes a 
May beetle. The large white "grub worms" 
that have a bluish list down their backs be- 
como "tumble bugs," the true scavenger 
booties. People often speak of "eight legged 
insects" or "ten legged insects," unmindful 
of the fact that an insect has six legs, and no 
moro or no less. Spiders, then, having eight 
legs are not insects. \Vo speak of tho time 
when tho "grasshoppers destroyed the crops," 
when we mean that the locusts destroyed tho 
crops, and tho insects wo usually coll locusts 
aro the seventeen j-ear cicada). 


TUB "HORSE HAIB SNAKE." 


Tho "horso hair snake" is another common 


source of error. Tho creatura that is usually 
called by that name originates and has a life 
history as follows: A small flesh colored mito 
is in water. It changes to a purplish lead 
color and comes to the top of the water, 
where it sports for a time, and when looking 
across water of a still evening, especially if 
looking towards the setting sun, ono can see 
masses of those tiny creatures that look liko 
smoko on tho water. When they reach this 
stago of development they leavo the water 
and get out on the loaves and grass. Hero, 
as opportunity offers, they attach themselves 
to tho leet of largo insects, especially of 
grasshoppers, katydids, etc. Tho legs of 
these insects being hollow, they crawl up 
them, where they grow till they fill the Icgi 
and sometimes tho cavities of tho bodies of 
these large insects. 
This accounts for the 


fat, clumsy condition of many of these in- 
sects. After a rain, in which tho insects 
drown, tho full fledged "horse hair snakes" 
como forth to delight tho small boy and to 
inlcrest tho student of nature, after which 
they lay eggs in the water, if it docs not dry 
up too soon, and curl around them for a 
time, and about tho time tho eggs hatch into 
the little flesh colored mites flrst described 
the "snakes" die. It is not claimed that this 
is tho history of all "horso hair snakes," but 
it is the true history of all that I know any- 
thing about. 


Another error in the application of names 


is noticeable in the vegetable world. This is 
to the so called sycamore. Tho true syca- 
more—acer pseudo platantus—grows only in 
England, or, at most, the British Isles. Our 
tree—platantus oceidsntalis—should bo called 
buttonwood. 
The true sycamore is as 


worthless as buckeye or horse chestnut. 
Another error is held regarding tho Virginia 
creeper—ampelopsis 
cinquo 
folium—that 


grows so abundantly along our fences and in 
our forests. It is a beautiful plant and per- 
fectly harmless. It can be trained over stone 
or brick walls, over windows, doors, lattices 
or arbors, so as to giro a must pleasing effect; 
but most people think it is poisonous. They 
mistake it for tho poison ivy—rhus toxico- 
dendron—which also grows abundantly 
throughout tho country. Tho beautiful Vir- 
ginia creeper, or American ivy, grows plen- 
tifully along the Missouri river bluffs and 
along old fence rows on the uplands. The 
Virginia creeper has five leaflets on each leaf 
stalk, while the poison ivy has three leaflets. 
The creeper is a dork, rich green, and in au- 
>umn changes to a vivid russet. The poison 
ivy is of a lighter green color, but changes 
x> a maroon or magenta in autumn. It also 
ias many more lateral tendrils than the 
creeper has, and consequently sticks closer tc 
whatever it grows upon.—Edwin Walters in 
St. Louis Republic.

An Aceotnt of Itn Jlnnnrticturo—A Precious

authentic mention of attar. The story of ita 
origin is told in the history of tho Mogul 
•tnpire. The sultana Nonrnn'ml, the light 
of the harem, during a feast much she gave 
to the grand mogul Jehanguir, caused a canal 
to be filled with rose water, where they 
bathed in its perfumed water and floated 
about over its surface. After some days a 
curious substance was observed on the sur- 
face.

sun had caused to gather on the top of tho 
rose water, and the delicious fragrance in- 
duced them to turn this occidental discover? 
to account. Bince that day roses have been 
cultivated in Persia, in India and in Turkey 
for the manufacture of the essence. 


While in different parts of the oast great. 


quantities of roses ore grown for their essen- 
tial oil, tho province oC lloumelia is perhaps 
the most important center for the industry. 
On the lofty plain, bounded on the north by 
tho Balkan mountains, aro planted the great 
rose gardens, where the finest attar in the 
world is mode. Kasaulik, the center of the 
district, means in the Turkish tongue place 
of boilers. The roses aro planted by the 
farmers of this district on sloping ground 
facing the sun, and where the soil is sandy. 
Laying down a ro ~e garden may be done in 
tho spring or fall, the ground being cleared 
of weeds. Young rose shoots are torn I'rom 
the old plants, so as to carrr with them a 
part of the roofs. These are laid almost hor- 
izontally in trenches five feet apart. In six 
months or so the shoots appear, and are 
earthed up, and in almost a year the p\ants 
stand like young hedges, about a foot high. 
It is not till the end of the third year that 
tho blossoming is of any importance. At the 
end of tho Jfth the plants aro in full bearing, 
and they continue blooming for fifteen years 
longer. It does not do to enrich the soil too 
heavily, as it injures the quality of the es- 
sential oil quite as much as it improves the 
quantity. Hoar frost, fog and dampness are 
very injurious; in 1870 all the roses inr this 
district were killed. 


In May, when the garde'.s are a sheet of 


bloom, the harvest begins. Tho roses are of 
several kinds, but all single or nearly so— 
pale pink or white, and very much liko our 
wild roses. Early in the morning tho pickers 
begin, while the dew is on the flowers. The 
petals are taken from the stalks, and at once 
put into great copper alembics, capable of 
holding about 240 pounds of water. Into 
each of these alembics, with their downward 
pointing nozzles, are put 180 pounds of water 
and twenty-five pounds of rose leaves. This 
is then distilled till tho turbid rose water 
amounts to twenty-five pounds. The boilers 
aro emptied, cleansed, and the process is re- 
peated. The turbid fluid is again distilled, 
and then allowed to remain at rest. On the 
surface of this double distilled rose water 
the precious essential oil rises like a greenish 
or yellowish scum. This is skimmed off by 
means of a conical spoon, with a small hole 
in tho bottom to allow the water to run 
away. The appliances ore all very rude, and 
there must necessarily be much waste in a 
material so precious. Accord ing to estimates 
made at Kasanlik it takes about 4,000 
pounds of roses to make one pound of oiL 
And from 4,000 to 0,000 pounds,of roses Are 
tho largest crops raised upon an (English) 
•ere of'land. The price far the pure attar is 
about $4 per ounce.—Sophie B. Herrick in 
The Cosmopolitan.

congenial spirit with whom he feels in the 
humor of chatting. But no man ever did or 
ever will go away from Gen. Cameron's curt 
yet courtly presence disgruntled without 
good and sufficient cause. He has always 
been pre-eminently a manager of men. He 
has taken care to watch when the tides in 
public affairs were liable to rise, and when 
tho ebb came he was pretty sure to see its ap- 
proach before most other people.

It wasn't anything of 
the kind, you know. I invariably answered 
such questions by asking the candidate, 
'What is your strength? or 'How many dele- 
gates can you count on? Show me your fig- 
ures and then I can tell you whether I can 
afford to support you.' This I would say to 
all who came. Then when I found the man 
who was pretty sure to win with the little 
support I could give him he was made the 
Cameron candidate. I got all the credit for 
the victory, and the candidate himwlf be- 
lieved that his success was entirelyattributa- 
bletomo. The trutB of the matter always 
was that the candidate had the popular 
strength with him, and without that I 
wouldn't and couldn't have been of much 
service."—New York Sun.

(of the morning journals, cost $345,000. This 
te divided among 100 of the leading provin- 
cial papers. The business of the Associated 
Press now amounts to $1,350,000 yearly, and 
that of tho United Press foots up to $450,000. 
These two sums, with the special outlay for 
telegraph tolls outside of the organizations, 
place the total to all the papers of $1,830,000 
for this department. 
In addition^lo this 


there are to be reckoned the special services 
of professional correspondents in adjacent 
towns and important centers, whose salaries 
aggregate 11,000,000 beside. This makes the 
total cost of all the service about $3,880,000 
per annum. 


In the larger cities of the Union it oosts 


all the way from $400 to $3,200 a week for 
the working up of local districts. Mr. Camp 
reckons this yearly expensu at about $15,- 
000,000. This is a correct analysis of the ex- 
pense in collecting news and the proportion 
in which one branch of the service Is related 
to the other. There are three lines on which 
this work proceeds—the gathering of news 
by the local reporter, the use of the telegraph 
and the special correspondent. Each method 
is closely related to tho other. Tne state- 
ment shows that there has been a great devel- 
opment of journalism in the matter of news. 
Every effort is made to get the news and one 
combination only paves tho way for another 
in order to keep tho lead in this department 
of a newspaper. The greater the combina- 
tion, the greater the result, and the paper 
that has tho news is tlieono that the public is 
most wil in? to pay for.—Boston Herald. 


only bo set forth in a brief and cursory man 
ner. 6* intricate is the work in some of its 
departments that ono is puzzled at the pro- 
ficiency in the art in ancient times. The 
conclusion ii forced upon us that in this, as 
in many other branches of industry, tb' 
workmen and artificers of remote times were 
in full command of many means and appli 
anccs of which we aro ignorant The compo- 
sition of which glass is made, not to mention 
tho fusing and finishing, implies a large 
amount of chemical knowledge. 


What is this composition? Generally, ii 


may be described as consisting of a certain 
number of silicates, such as soda, potash 
lime, baryta, magnesia, alumina and lead 
the colunng matter being obtained from iron 
magnesia, cobalt, uranium, copper or gold 
The composition, of course, is conditioned or 
qualified by the kind of glass which is 
wanted. The best glass is that which con 
tains the minimum of uncombined silica 
Bohemian glass of the harder kind contain! 
the silicates of potash and hmo in predomi 
nant proportions; of the softer kinds it con 
tains, in addition, a notable quantity of tho 
silicate of alumina. Soda and lime predomi 
nate in French plate. Potash and lead are 
the principal silicates ill the ordinary flint or 
white glass. The lead gives density, soft- 
ness, fusibility and brilliancy. Tho eraci 
proportions, in different cases, of tho differ 
ent ingredients belong to the secrets of tfae 
glaaawker'a art. 


The process of manufacturing varies with 


the different kinds of glass. Tho fli-st Rlep in 
the process, however, is tho samo with al 
glass. Tho first requisite is tho melting pot 
tho making of which is an art by itself. 
II 


is made of tho purest kind of cl.iy and con- 
sists pretty nearly of equal proportions of 
silicon and alumina. Tho mass, consisting 
also often of pieces of old pots, is worked up 
with water and then laid aside for threo ot 
four months. It is after that time made into 
pots—*he work being of the most particular 
and laborious kind—covered at top and bot- 
tom, with an opening at tho side. When 
thoroughly dried and hardened in the 
fur- 


nace, the pots are filled with the prepared 
material, called frit, mixed with a smal] 
quantity of cullet or broken gloss. After 
some or ten or twelve hours, the heat of the 
furnace having been brought to the highest 
point, tho pots ore skimmed and tho melted 
material is ready for what is called the juur- 
ney. During the melting process tho color- 
ing is done by means of various metallic ox- 
ides. What is called flashed glass is pro- 
duced by another and different process. It 
is only superficially colored. Pot metal, 
when colored, is colored throughout. 


When the material is thoroughly melted 


and skimmed and made ready for the journey 
the work of the blower, or molder, begins. 
Bottles and window glass—crown or sheet- 
ore made by the blow pipe. What is known 
as plate glass and optical glass is cast; and 
the glass used for heavy domestic utensils is 
the result of a combined process of blowing 
and casting. The blow pipe to glassmakiiig 
plays precisely tho same part which is per- 
formed by tho potter's wheel in tho manufac- 
ture of earthenware. It is an iron pipe 
smaller at tho mouth end than at the other. 
In tho manulacture of fimt glass tho pipe is 
heated almost to redness, then inserted into 
the pot of fused glass which adheres to it. 
By turning it round the workman gets, as 
much metal as he requires. He then distends 
the glass by blowing through the pipe, and 
the glass being put into a mold ho continues 
to blow until the desired shape is produced. 
In this way bottles aro made, and also almost 
all articles for domestic use. Window glass 
is blown into the form of a cylinder. The 
ends of tho cylinder are, after a cooling pro- 
cess, cut off. The cyliner is then slit by a 
diamond from end to end, and. being again 
heated, it is with much care and lubor grad- 
ually flattened out. 


Plato glass is made in a different manner. 


It is cast or pressed. When the material is 
melted and ready for use the pot is lifted out 
of the furnace by means of forceps and 
wheeled up to what is called the casting 
table, where it is seized by a crano and 
tackle, lifted and delicately poised so that it 
can be easily tilted. Such is tho necessity for 
care and steadiness during the performance 
of this task that tho n-.cn preserve absolute 
silence. After having been poured out upon 
the plate it is spread by means of a steel 
roller. By means of successive outpourings 
and successive rollings tho glass can be made 
to any thickness. Where the machinery is 
less complete tho liquid matter is lifted with 
a sort of dipper, which, liko tho blowpipe, is 
brought first to a red heat. As will bo gath- 
ered from this description, the blowpipe is 
not needed in the manufacturing of plate 
glass. After the glass has been flattened out 
and brought to the requisite standard of 
thickness it is moved to tho annealing room, 
and later it is subjected to an elaborate pro- 
cess of polishing. 


Reference has been made to colored glass 


and the pot plass coloring has already been 
explained. Flashed glass, which has not yet 
been explained, la thus produced: The work- 
man bos two pots in equal conditions of read- 
iness—the ono containing colorless materials, 
the other containing colored material. Ho 
makes his first gatherings from tho colorless 
glass and the last only from the colored pot. 
The consequence is that tho glass when fin- 
ished has a thin skin of colored material on 
the outside. For some ornamental purposes 
this flashed glass is found specially useful. 


Much that is interesting might bo added 


here concerning tho cutting, grinding and 
engraving of glass, each of which is prac- 
ticed in Brooklyn, and practiced with skill 
and success; but these belong to the adorning 
or decorating of glass rather than to the 
making of it. Much also might be written 
concerning glass pointing,—"J. L. W." in 
Brooklyn Eagle. 


The use of cocaine is steadily increasing in 


the practice of medicine in this country. It 
is the most dangerous drug and one of the 
most useful m the hands of our practitioners. 
You hear people abusing cocaine, and talk- 
ing about the lives it has wrecked—and every 
scientific man must admit that the cocaine 
habit is abcut the worst thing a man or 
woman could get; but you don't so often hear 
the things that are ou the credit side of the 
ledger. Cocaine has made the surgery of the 
eye and the larynx very much ea «sr. It is, 
as you know, a local anaesthetic. Much of 
the most delicate surgical work would be 
very difficult without it, and in spite of the 
failure which several doctors have made, I 
believe it may be used with magical effect in 
coses of melancholia. 


The trouble is that wo do not know how to 


use cocaine as yet 
It is a new discov- 


ery not ten years old. We have not had 
time to study it, you see. The cocaine habit 
Is formed as easily, moro easily than tho 
habit of driiil, and once it takes hold of a 
man ho is a goner. It saps all his will power 
and makes him •Crst a slave and then a 
maniac. But for all that the drug will be a 
blessing to men when wa understand it 
rightly, as we will twenty years from now. 
X think it will be classed among Important 
medicines with quinine and chloroform."* 
Chicago News. 


An Improved Postal Card. 


A postal card with a flap to cover tho writ- 


ing would be a good tiling and would meet a 
popular demand. The postal card is one of 
the articles that become indispensable the 
moment they ore once used, but many people 
are prevented from using them by the fact 
that privacy is impossible. The device which 
Senator Cullom has brought to the attention 
of the senate postoffice committee provides 
for this in a simple but effective way. Tho 
card is double and the back is B|jjit diagon- 
ally from the center, where the four points 
can be attached in the same «ay that an en- 
velope is sealed. Of course the writing could 
not be inspected without loosening the flaps, 
and ample protection to the correspondents 
•• ould be secured. There would be a small 
addition to the weight of'the card, but we 
are rich enough to carry a few pounds more 
in the miilbags without serious embarrass- 
ment to the country's finances.—New York 
Tribune. 


'Treatment for Swollen Fret. 


Policemen, letter carriers and others whoso 


occupation keeps them on their feet a great 
deal, often are troubled witb chafed, sore 
and blistered feet, especially in extremely hot 
weather, no matter how comfortably their 
shoes may fit. A powder is used in the Ger- 
man army forerJEting into the shoes and stock- 
ings of the foot soldiers, called "Fusstrou- 
pulver," and consists of three parts salicylic 
acid, ten parts starch and eighty-seven parts 
pulverized soapstone. It keeps the feet dry, 
prevents chafing and rapidly bealssore spots. 
finely pulverized soapstone alone is very 
good.—Scientific American. 


Cannibals In South America. 


A queer nook of Brazil was explored by an 


Englishman, Ur. John Stearns, two years 
ago, and hie just been described by him. It 
is in the valley of tbe Rio Doee, and seems to 
nave been neglected by settlers on account of 
the unnavigablo character of tho stream. 
Though within 230 miles of tho city of Rio 
de Janeiro, the natives are naked and canni- 
bals with no religion. Tbe district contains 
much valuable rosewood.—Arkonsaw Trav-
